FIGHTING FOR OAKLAND FRONT 


Harriman. and Gould Lines in Con- 
test for Dock Rights. 

Oakland, Cal., January 9.—Another 
strategic move in the battle between FE. 
H{, Harriman and George Gould for pos- 
session of a strip of filled ground on 
the North Oakland creek wall, jutting 
into San Francisco bay, was made yes- 
terday when the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany began the erection of an immense 
Shed on the ground. 

The. Western Pacific is seeking to se- 
cure for a terminal] for its trans-con- 
tinental road. Between ! o’clock in the 
afternoon and 6 o'clock in. the. evening 
the Southern Pacific had completed a 
new survey of its holdings between the 
tracks already laid between them: and 
the competing road. 

During this time other engineers and 
surveying crews representing the Gould 
interests were as busily engaged in sur- 
veying between the lines of themselves 
and the rival corporation. At times the 
crews of both sides work® abou; 20 feet 
apart, while stake drivers and laborers 
were shoulder (9 shoulder on the dividing 
lines. 

The distputed strip of land, -which is 
now partially occumed by the Southern 
Pacific building, is !,080 feet long. It is 
anticipated thar If the Western Padaific 
lays rails to secure a right of way 
through this strip it will make arranze-

Will Turn Light on the Isthmus 
Generally, and Finance Com- 
mittee Will Investigate 
Exchange. 


Washington, January 9.—The senate 


today adopted two. resolutions of inquiry. 
One of them authorizes an investigation 
by the committee on inter oceanic canals 
into the general conduct of the affairs 
of the Panama canal, and the other an 
inquiry by the finance committee inte 
the question of the exchange rate on 
money on the isthmus. The first resolu- 
tion was reported from the canal com- 
mittee by its chairman, Mr. Millard, and 
the second is the resolution presented 
yesterday by Mr. Bailey with the pro- 
vision relative to the sale of Panama 
railway bonds omitted. 

The remainder of the afternoon session 
was devoted to a speech by Mr. Morgan 
on the railroad rate question. He advo- 
cated the settlement of all differences 
over rates in the courts according to 
common law methods as calculated to do 
away with much awkward machinery. 

Mr. Bacon’s Resolution. 

Mr. 3acon’s resolution calling upon 
the president for information regarding 
the attitude of the United States on the 
Moroccan question was then laid before 
the senate and Mr. Bacon took the floor 
to advocate its adoption. He was, how- 
ever, cut short by a suggestion from 
Mr. Lodge: that the doors should be 
closed.

Homes Swept by Landslide 


Were Quickly Wrapped 
in Flames, 


HUNDREDS WENT TO WORK 
FOR RESCUE OF VICTIMS

Haverstraw, N..Y., January 9.—Twenty 
or more persons are believed to have 
perished in the landslide which carried 
several tenement houses down into a 
pit, where they were burned.

A large force of men worked desperate- 
ly today to uncover the ruins of the 
houses carried down. Up to I1. o'clock 
there had been little success owing to the 
great mass of clay to be moved and 
to the fact that where the houses had 
burned the debris was so hot. that the 
| work was very slow. 
| Hundreds Fought Flames. 
| Firemen, reinforced by hundreds of vol- 
| unteers, were still working desperately 
early today to subdue the flames, which 
were slowly but surely consuming the 
bodies of thcse who, with their homes, 
were carried to @eath in a landslide 
shortly before last midnight. 

There is little hope that the victims. in- 
cluding men, women and children, will 
ever be idéntiffed. The list of missing 
constitute the only known. victims of 
the landslide, In the east end of town, 
two blocks of houses are supposed to 
have been undermined. The ¢éatastrophe 
occurred without warning and while the 
victims were asleep. 

Seven houses went down in the crash. 
They had stood on the brink o€ a pit a 
hundred feet deep and when the clay 
gave way were carried to the pit’s bot- 
tom. Those who were not killed were 
seriously injured or burned to death in 
the ruins, which immediately took fire. 
The larfisiide broke the water mains, 
shu@fing off the supply of water and 
greatly impeded the work of rescue. 
Unresisted the flames spread to other 


buildings and but for the timely arrmval 
of hhundreds of volunteer fire fighters 
might have wiped out the town. 


Landslide Came Gradually. 


The landslide came gradually at first. 
The ground, weakened by the rain and 
snow of the last few days, has showed 
crevices near the edge of the street late 
in the afternoon and in_the evening por- 
tions of the bank, where workmen had 
been digging ciay for brick, began to 
give way. 

The section was not thickly populated, 
for most of the former dwellers had left 
on account of fear of just what happen- 
ed. Many of the rescued left their 
houses early in the evening before the 
final crash came.

Philippine Expenditures. 

The Mindanao Herald, a live week- 
ly printed in the Philippine island of 
that name, advertises itself as the 
Only newspaper published in the 
Moro province. We judge from its 
editorial utterances that the editor is 
an “insurrecto,” if nota “ladrone,” for 
he is strongly “forninst the govern- 
ment.” However, he seems to be an 
intelligent and educated “insurrecto” 
Or “ladrone,” as the case may be.

It is barely possible that he is an 
“Americano” renegade without the 
fear of God and of the big stick in 
his heart. 

Anent the statement of Secretary 
Taft that the expense of maintaining 
civil government in the Philippines is 
necessarily very great, because Amer- 
icans refuse to go so far from home 
unless salaries paid are much better 
than those received in the United 
States, The Mindanao Herald ob 
serves that while this statement may 
be true, “characteristic of Taft’s ay 
erage utterance, it was made to de- 
ceive’’ It then goes on to say that 
practically all the salaries which 
have been disbursed to Americans 
from insular revenues since the or- 
ganization of civil government in the 
Philippines does not greatly, if at all, 
exceed the amount of “three deals 
which Taft forced through while act- 
ing in the capacity of a mill-stone 
about the neck of the islands, viz: 
The friar land deal, the Benguet road 
deal and the Hotel Oriente deal.” 
This Filipino journal then enumerates 
in some detail these alleged deals, as 
follows: 

Fourteen-fifteenths of the land in the 
islands is fhe property of the insular 
governpPent, and yet, in the faee of this 
fact, Taft pays $15,000,000 for a few pal- 
try acres owned by the friars. 

The Benguet road was constructed at a 
cost of some $5,000,000 in order to-en- 
able a few—possibly fifty or sixty—over- 
paid government officials to reach a 
delightful summer resort, 

And last, but not least, 
Oriente deal, which still smelis to 
heaven! Were we gifted with the art 
of expressing great truths on canvas, 
we would paint two pictures—one show- 
ing the attorney for the Hotel Oriente 
Company with his arm thrown famliliar- 
ly across the broad expanse of Taft’s 
shoulders, and another representing the 
latter's announcement to the peOple of 
Mianila that he would buy the hotel 
property in spite of the united protest of 
all classes.

NO JURISDICTION 
N STOVE CAS 


Injunction Avainst Railroad 


Commission Is Dismissed 


The Main Point Involved in the Case 
Is Not Disposed Of—Very Life 
of the Commission Is at 
Stake in This Case. 


The supreme court of Georgia yester- 
day reversed Judge George T. Cann, of 
the superir court of Chatham county, 
in the famous stove rate case, holding 
that he twas without jurisdiction to en- 
certain the petition and to grant the 
injunction asked against the railroad 
com mission. 

The court, however, does not pass 
upon the important question of whether 
such an injunction could pe issued by 
a state court in the event it hag juris- 
diction, but denying jurisdiction to the 
Superior court of Chatham county, it 
leaves all other important questions in 
the case undetermined. 

It will be recalled that last year the 
railroad commission issued a circular in 
which it annoumeed a series of reduced 
rates On stoves from Atlanta, Dalton, 
Rockmart and Rome, where stove man- 
ufactories are located, to all common 
points In the state. These rates applied 
only from points im the state where 
stoves are manufactured. 

The Palmer Hardware Company and 
other stove jobbers of Savannah, who 
were subsequently joined by several rail- 
roads of the state, brough+ sult in the 
superiér court of Chatham county to 
prevent by injunction the enforcement of 
these reduced rates announced by the 
commission. 

Judge Cann granted a temporary. re- 
straining order, and when the case came 
on for a hearing, he deciined to sustain 
the demurrer filed by Attorney General 
John C. Hart, in which the railroad 
commission denieg the jurisdiction of 
that court to entertain ‘the petition and 
to grant the injunction. 

Commission’s Life Involved. 

Judge Hart held that if the superior 
courts of the state generally had juris- 
diction ‘to restrain by injunction the 
enforcement of the orders of the rail- 
road commission, the courts would then 
supersede the commission, and the. }lat- 
ter body would be shorn completely of 
its power and authority, and its useful- 
ness to the people of the state would 
be lost. It was practically a fight, there- 
fore, involving the very life of the rail. 
roa,g commission. 

The supreme court, 
refused dismiss the writ ‘of error 
brought up by the railroad commission, 
as it held that the writ was brought 
to the supreme court as quickly as pos- 
slple, in view of the fact that the presid- 
ing judge left the state immediately after 
the hearing of the case in Savannah. 

In the next place, the supreme court 
states that it has reviewed and reversed 
the decisions in Jackson vy. the State, 
and Gibson v. Thornton, which were 
cited by the defendants in error. 

In the third headnote, the supreme 
court states the facts of the stove rate 
case briefly, and holds that the supertor 
court Chatham county was in error 
in entertaining. jurisdiction and granting

The suit, if meritorious, the supreme 
court says, should have been brought in 
a county in which one or more of the 
railroad commissioners reside. 

As the superior court of Chatham 
county was without jurisdiction, the su- 
preme court declines to take up. the 
question as to whether the injunction 
would be meritorious in the event the 
trial court had jurisdiction to grant it. 

While this does not settle the main 
question, it qoes settle the question that

TWO RAILROADS HELD 


FOR NEARLY MILLION 
IN CASES OF BACK TAX 


Supreme Court Upholds the 
state in Famous Westzrn 
Of Alabama Case 


CENTRAL AND GEORGIA 
MUST PUT UP TAXES 


The State Is Debarred from Collect- 
ing Taxes on Stock of Western 
of Alabama for Time Prior 
to 1895—Justice Candler ~ 

Dissented Here. 


Georgia’s supreme court decided yes- 
terday that the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company and the Central] 
Georgia Railway Company are liable 
the state for taxes on 30,000 shares of 
the capital stock of the Western of 
Alabama railway, helf of which is owned 
by each of the Georgia corporations 
named. The supreme court thus sustains 
the decisions in these. cases of Judge 
John T. Pendleton, of Fulton superior 
court. 

The decisions in these cases were pre- 
pared by Associate Justice John S. Can- 
dler, who leaves the bench on January 
15, having resigned, but prior to doing 
80 he went thoroughly into these big 
tax cases and in almost every point has 
decided them in pre- 
paring clear, elaborate and carefully con- 
Sidered opinions. 

The one important point itn which the 
state in the application of the 
Statute of limitations, it beine held that 
the state has right to go back of 
seven in the collection 
In other words, it is held by 
that state can issue an 
execution for taxes which are claimed 
for a year that is more than seven 
years prior to the date upon the execu- 
tion. 


Can Go Back Seven Years. 
Under this feature of the decision, 
State is debarred from 
on this stock prior to 
Comptroller Genera! 

Georgia railroad back to 
1883, and had issued executions for each 
of these years, 

Justice Qandler, however. 
from this view of the court, holding that 
there is no statute of limitations against 
the state, because its power is sovere ign, 
and also that ‘the constitution 
the collection of alj taxes due the state 
no matter for what Fear. 

The decision holdg clear'-- to the state’s 
right to tax any stock in a foreign cor- 
porati@n owneg and held in Georgia, un- 
der the act of October, 1885, and also 
establishing that the state has abundant 
and requisite machinery with which to 
enforce its just elaims for taxes. 


Points in the Decision. 

The supreme court thus upholds in al- 
most every point the contentions of 
the state’s counsel, the main point be- 
ing that the Western of Alabama stock, 
of which $1,500,000 par value is owned 
by 
Company, and a like amount by the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company, is 
subject to taxation in Georgia, which 
means that it is subject to state, coun- 
ty and municipa] taxation, at the domi- 
cile of the owner. 

It was the act of October 20, 
the supreme court says, which 
stock in foreign corporations taxaWe in 
Georgia. Prior to that time, it wag not 
subject to taxation in the state. 

The supreme court halds that the gen- 
eral assembly had every right to enact 
this law. All property is subject to tax- 
ation under the constituticy of Georgia, 
stock in corporations is property; there- 
fore, stock is subject to tamation. The 
omission of the act of 1885 from the 
code of !895, the supreme court holds, 
did not repeal that act by implication, 
and under it this stock is subject to tax-

The supreme court distinctly holds that 
the assessments of the stock made. by 
Comptroller General Wright were not 
excessive. 

A return. of this stock to the ecomptroll- 
er general, it ig held, does not bar the 
right of the state to collect taxes for 
years in which no return was made. 

The act of November, 1889, gave the 
state the right to collect interest on 
unpaid taxes; back of that time no in- 
terest can be collected, 

Though holding that a tax is not a debt 
in the sense that its collection can be 
barred by a statute of limitations in the 
ordinary sense, the supreme court, with 
the exception of Justice Candler, holds 
that under sections 890 and 891 @ the 
code the state can not go back of seven 
years in the collection of taxes, and, 
therefore, is barred from collecting taxes 
on this stock from the Georgia Railroad 
an@ Banking Company back of 1895, or 
seven years prior to the date when the 
efecution was issued by the comptroller 
general. 


The Central’s Case. 


The case of the Central of Georgia Rail- 
way Company is similar in every impor- 
tant point but one to that of the Georgia 
Railway and Banking Company, and the 
court makes the decision in the latter 
case apply to the case of the Central, 
except on this particular point. 

The Central claimed that its 16,000 
shares of Western of Alabama stock 
were depositeqd with the Central Trust 
Company, of New York city, ag part of 
the collateral security for a large bond 
issue, and that the title fo the stock 
was in the Central Trust Company, and 
not in the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company. On this, as well as other 
grounds, it denigj its Mability for taxa- 
tion. ' 

It was shown, however, that the Central 
is entitled to the dividends on this stock, 
and that it also retains its voting power. 
Because of these facts the supreme. court 
holds that the “substantial, beneficial 
ownership’ of this stock ig in the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company, a 
Georgia corporation. and that the stock 
is, therefore, subject to taxation in Geor- 
gla. 

The only tax sought to be enjoined in 
the case of the Central was that for the 
year 1900, as this was the only execution 
issued against it by the comptroller gen- 
eral. Of course, the decision also ap- 
plies to all succeeding years, but there 
may be some further litigation when it 
to collect taxes from the 
Central back to 1895, as in the case ofr 
the Georgia railroad. 

Owing to the fact that the year 1900 
was the only one involved in the Central 
case, the directions given in the Georgia 
railroad case do not apply, but in all 


‘other respects the decision in the Georgia 


railroad case is also applicable to that 


of the Central. 
Large Sum Involved. 

liad the court established the state’s 
right to collect taxes On this stock back 
to 1883, as claimed, it would have meant 
the collection from these two railroad 
companies of about $1,000,000 in state, 
county and municipal taxes. Under the 
decision, however, this amount will be 
considerably reduced, though it will still 
probably amount to something between 
$700,000 and $800,000. 

The state, it is said, will collect about 
$70,000 out of the Georgia railroad and 
probably an equal amount out of the 
Central of Georgia, or close to a total 
of $150,000. Then there are municipal 
taxes in Augusta an@ Savannah for a 
period of ten years, and county taxes in 
Richmond and Chatham counties for a 


like period, and the county and municipal’ 


‘axes are considerably in excess of those 
due the state. 

It is belNeved that these decisions will 
practically end this famous litigation. 

The attorneys engaged in this big legal 
battle have all made able fights. They | 
were on the part of the state and Au- 
gusta and Richmond county, Attorney 
General John C. Hart, Hon. Boykin 
Wright, of Augusta: Hon. J. D. Kilpat- 
rick, of Atlanta; Hon Hoke Smith, of 
Atlanta, the latter representing Richmond 
county only.

Lawrenceville Exceeded Charter 
Power in Tax on Common 
Carriers, 


Mandamus Asked For by R. M. 
Rose Company Requiring Ex- 
press Company To Accept 
Shipments to Lawrence- 
ville Granted by Su- 
preme Court. 


superior court, yesterday in an interest- 
ing case involving the right of the South- 
ern Express Company to accept ship- 
ments and make deliveries of liquors in 
dry counties, * 

In this decision, written by Chief Jus- 
tice W. H. Fish, the supreme court holds 
that the city of Lawrenceville exceeded 
its charter powers in passing an ordi- 


upon all common carriers which made 
delivery of liquor shipments to that place. 
This ordinance, the suprefne court holds, 
is illegal and void and the mandamus 
asked for by the R, M. Rose Company 
requiring the Southern Express Company 
to accept shipments of liquor for parties 
in Lawrenceville is granted. 

When the city of Lawrenceville passed 
this ordinance putting a tax of $!,000 on 
all common carriers taking shipments of 
liquor there the Southern Express Com- 
pany declined to accept any liquors for 
delivery at that place. 

The R, M. Rose Company, of Atlanta, 
thereupon brought suit for mandamus in 
the superior court of Fulton county to 
compel the express company to receive 
these shipments. Judge Pendletdn grant- 
ed the mandamus and an appeal was 
taken to the supreme cOurt by the ex- 
press company for the purpose of de- 
termining its rights in the matter. The 
city of Lawrenc le was also repre- 
sented, making ine art to establish the 
legality of its ordinance. 

Duties of Common Carriers. 

The supreme cOurt in sustaining Judge 
Pendleton holds that a common carrier 
is bound to accept such goods as are 
offered for shipment to any point, pro- 
vided such shipments do not iz any wise 
endanger its property or its employees, 

A merchant who has been making 
such shipments is entitled to a man- 
damus to enforce a continuance of the 
acceptance of them by the common car- 
rier where it refuses them without @ 


| lawful excuse. 


The supreme court holds:that the Law- 
renceville ordinance is void and cannot 
be upheld under any power given to the 
city 'n itg charter. 

The express company has’ no right to 
refuse shipments of a particular charac- 
ter on account of an invalid municipal 
ordinance. 

The supreme court. holds that this or- 
dinance is a tax ordinance and could not 
be enforced without express authority 
from the state legislature. It is held not 
to be an exercise of police powers. 

Mustice Cobb dissented in part from 
the reasoning, but concurred in the judg- 
ment rendered by the rest of the court. 

The decision in this case practically 
means that there is no present way to 
prevent the shipment of liquors to par- 
ties in dry counties, because the court 
holds that the sale is made at the point 
from which the liquor is shipped, and 
not when it is delivered by the express 
company. 

It may be that this decision will result

This measure was 
urgeq by a number of Decatur street 
merchants, who asserted that «wll sorts 
of fish, especially on Saturday night, 
Were placed on benches outside mar- 
kets and sold on the sidewaik, thus fll- 
ing the air with odors and the streets 
With a fish burdened mass of people im- 
mediately in front of the stand. 

After hearing from the merchants who 
made this complaint, the committee voted 
to return a favorable report on this 
measure, ‘Which will take effect at the 
end of March.
